Claims 22 and 23 (renumbered as claims 1 and 2, respectively) are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
claims are drawn to a sustained release injection formulation comprising an avermectin, 
hydrogenated castor oil, local analgesic, antioxidant (BHT, BHA, and/or propyl gallate), 
and dimethicone. Applicant's specification states on pg. 2, In. 8-11, "The drugs and 
suspension agents (e.g. hydrogenated castor oil) described in the present invention are 
substantially insoluble and do not swell in dimethicone. These features are an important 
basis for dimethicone to be used to prepare the injection formulation of the present 
invention." EP 0 535 734 A1 (Chen et al.) teaches long acting injection formulations 
comprising avermectins, hydrogenated castor oil, antioxidants (BHT, BHA, and/or propyl 
gallate), and a hydrophobic non-aqueous vehicle. However, Chen et al. do not teach 
dimethicone as the hydrophobic non-aqueous vehicle and specifically states, "Any 
physiologically and pharmaceutically acceptable injection solvent (i.e., hydrophobic non- 
aqueous vehicle) may be used so long as the avermectin compound is soluble 
therein. " Therefore, the Chen et al. teaches away from the use of dimethicone in which 
the avermectin and hydrogenated castor oil are substantially insoluble and do not swell.
